Philadelphia, Pa., April 28.—United 
States Senator Knute Nelson of Min- 
nesota died on a Pennsylvania railroad 
train en route from Washington to 
Chicago after leaving Baltimore to 
night. 

According to the railroad company, 
Senator Nelson was found dead on the 
train which left Washington at 6:50 
p.m. The company arranged to have 
the body taken from the train at Har- 
risburg, Pa. 

The train crew said that as the train 
was passing through Timonium, Md.. 
, eleven miles from Baltimore, the aged 
'senator had an attack of angina pec- 
_toris and died in a few minutes.

Popularly known as “the grand old 
| Viking,” 
‘conspicuous figure in congress for

blunt and outspoken habits, inherited 
from his Norse ancestors. 

In the face of the rising tide of rad- 
‘jcalism fomented by the Non-Partisan 
‘league in the northwest, Senator Nel- 
‘gon remained steadfastly conservative, 
| defying the new movelnent, although 
he saw his colleague, Senator Kellogg, 
go down to defeat before it last fall. 


Third in Length of Service. 

In point of continance service in the 
Senate Senator Nelson stood third, 
only Senator Lodge [Rep., Mass.] and 
Senator Warren [Rep., Wyo.) outrank- 
ing him. He entered the senate in 
1895. When the Republicans regained 
control of the senate in 1918 Senator 
Nelson became chairman of the power- 
ful judiciary committee. He will be 
succeeded as chairman of the commit- 
tee by Senator Dillingham [Rep., Vt.}. 

Senator Nelson was born in Norway 
on Feb. 2, 1843. He came to the United 
States in July, 1849, and resided for 
a time in Chicago before he moved 
to Wisconsin. He enlisted in the 
Fourth Wisconsin regiment at the out- 
break of the civil war and was wound- 
ed and taken prisoner at Port Hudson, 
_La., in 1863. 
| After the war he went to Minnesota 
| where he soon became active in polli- 
tics. He served in many offices and 
|was elected governor in 1892 and re- 
elected in 1894. He was elected to the 
|genate in 1895 and was reélected four 
' times since then. His last term would 
‘have expired on March 4, 1925. 

Ruled State’s Politics. 

His passing will create an upheayal 
in the politics of Minnesota, where 
he had ruled as the boss supreme for 
‘more than a quarter of a century. His 
‘successor will be appointed by Gov. 
|Preus to serve until an election is held. 

President Harding was attending the 
dinner of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors when he was in- 
formed of Senator Nelson’s death. He 
said: 

“He was a stalwart American, and 
performed a most useful public service 
with a record of great work accom- 
plished. Senator Nelson was an inspir- 
ing example of American opportunity. 
He came to us in poverty from Norway, 
acquired a competence, served in the 
war for the Union, was governor of 
his state, and had a long and honored 
eareer in the senate. I held him in 
very high regard and deeply regret his 
passing.” ’ 


BRITISH RIOT AS 
KING WATCHES 
GAME; 1,000 HURT

when 200,000 football enthusiasts 
stormed the concrete Walls of the 
‘world’s largest sports stadium, Wem- 
ibley Hill, today.

\give iron gates bodily off their sockets, 
repulsed the emergency squads of 
‘mounted and foot police, and were 
jammed to suffocation in the stands 
and along the field. Even the cor- 
ridors and entrance halis of the arena 
were crowded. The stadium was de 
signed to accommodate 127,000. 

King George witnessed the contest 
the deciding game for the English soc. 
cer championship cup. The Bolton 
Wanderers and Westham United were 
the teams, and the fact that the for- 
mer were from Lancashire and the lIat- 
ter from the outskirts of London as- 
sured a mixed crowd from every part 
of the country. The Boltons won, 2 
~o 1. 

Official reports tonight state that 
there were 600 casualties, and hun 
dreds more were less seriously hurt. 
Many of the victims were women, who 
were crushed and trampled. It is re

As he pushed the box into the sand 
grave the top broke off, revealing the 
body of a girl about 16, naked except 
for old paper wrappings, and with 
three distinct marks on the throat, 
marks of the kind a strangling hand 
would make. 

No Death Certificate. 

The testimony of the grave digger 
and of others showing that the records 
of the burial contain no death certifi- 
cate and are incomplete ,in many other 
ways are ready to go before Judge 
Harry Dingeman Monday, when he re- 
sumes the inquiry being conducted un- 
der Attorney General Andrew B. 
Dougherty. There the state will try 
to find whose fingers made the marks 
and the story of the life and death of 
the girl. 

The story of the grave digger in this 
case—Chariles Pullen—is ag weird and 
grewsome as any of Poe's narratives. 

Pullen is a young fellow in his 20s, 
and during the summer of 1921 he and 
Charlies Bishop Jr. were the grave 
diggers for Charles Bishop Sr., sexton 
at the Crystal Springs cemetery. 


Cemetery Like Sand Dunes. 

Over to one side of this cemetery is 
a stretch of gravelly sand, with an oc- 
casional sprig of stunted grass. The 
section might have been transplanted 
in full from Gary’s sand dunes. Here 
about fi.ty of the House of David cult, 
the people who have been persuaded 
by Benjamin Purnel] that they will be 
immortal if they belleve that he is 
Christ's brother and if they obey his 
teachings, are buried. The sand graves 
are mute refutation of King Benjamin. 

There are no mounds over the gzaves 
and no tombstones—not even a_record 
of the name, date of birth, or date of 
death. No one but the grave digger 
attends the funerals. A four inch 
square concrete post is placed in the 
ground, with the top level with the 


sand, 
Told It Was an Old Woman. 

In the summer of 1921 Pullen and 
young Bishop—the latter now dead— 
were told by F. B. Martinie, an under- 
taker—according to Pullen’s story to 
the investigators—that “another of 
those Israelites had died” and the body 
would be sent out. Further inquiry 
developed that it was supposed to be 
one of the old members of the colony, 
a 68 year old woman. 

Martinie handles al! of the House of 
David deaths. Although they claim 
immortality, the cult chiefs have a con- 
tract with him to attend to the funerals 
at so much a body. 

The body, in a frail casket, which 
was nothing more than a boxwood box, 
was taken to the cemetery in an unes- 
corted wagon and dumped unceremoni- 
ously on the ground, to be placed, with- 
out services, in the hole in the sand. 

“Buried Like Dogs.” 

“The Israelites always were buried 
like dogs,” Pullen said. “They just 
shoved them in a box and told us to 
throw the box in the ground. There 
Was no reverence In the handling. As 
we tried to lower the box with a strap, 
one corner broke. Anything would 


‘break it, for it waa thin enough to 


poke a finger through. 

“Inside we could see the shoulders, 
neck and face of a girl. She was 
wrapped in old brown paper, like a 
mummy, and the paper tad broken. 
There were three red spots on the side 
of her throat and some biuish marks. 
They appeared to be finger prints, 

“We talked it over, but we were 
afraid to say anything toany one. We 
iad heard many strange stories and 
didn’t want to get in trouble. So we 
nailed the box back together with the 
spade as a hammer, heaped the sand 
on it, and kept quiet.”

miles per hour. Thus in about 75 per 
cent of the fatal accidents the speed 
was not more than twenty-five miles 
per hour. 

The Cleveland report showed that 
other frequent types of violation were: 
Driving on wrong side of the street, 
reckless driving in front of a moving 
street car or other vehicie, passing 
street car while taking on passengers, 
cutting corners, lights out or glaring 
lights, and failure to slow up near pe- 
destrian or vehicle at crossing. 


Make Streets Safer. 


The experience of some other states 
indicates that the safer the streets 
are made the more they will be used. 


{In Massachusetts, for example, since 


the safety campaign began reducing 
the death and accident rate, some 
three years ago, more than 200,000 
automobiles have been added to the 
registry. In 1919 with 247,000 auto. 
mobiles, Massachusetts had 582 kill-

ON PATROL DUTY 
: 


Finds Old Checkup Work’ 
Fails of Results. 


Chief of Police Morgan A. Collins yes- 
terday effected his first important 
change in departmer.tal organization 
by a general order, the immediate ef- | 
tect of Which will be to add more than | 
200 experienced officers to the working 
force of the department. The cong is | 
a departure from usual procedure, in- | 
asmuch as it directs commanding offi- , 
cers to assign uniform sergeants to 
the more important posts in their dis- 
tricts. In other words, it puts 200 
sergeants “traveling beat.” 

The chief made it plain in his order 
that it is not his intention to demote 
the sergeants, but be wants to put | 
them in the places where they will do | 
the most good. His idea is that the 
taxpayers of Chicago are entitled to a 
dollar’s worth of protection for each 
of the $11,000,000 they pay annually for 
support of the police department and 
to this end he has other general or- 
ders in mind—orders which eliminate 
the “soft jobs” from the department. 
He believes that in every district from 
one to fou® patrolmen are holding jobs 
which can be eliminated and the men 
put on the streets. os 

Many Other Duties. 

“You only read of the police depart- 
ment in connection with the suppres- 
sion of vice and gambling, reguiatian 
of traffic, and solution of major 
crimes,” he said, “but those are not 
the whole duty of the policemen. Pri- 
marily they are sworn to protect the 
lives and welfagg of the citizens and 
this means protection from rowdyism 
on the street and petty thievery as 
well as other crimes.” 

His grder of yesterday was his first 
step in this direction. At present there 
are 800 sergeants on the police force 
and only 4,700 patrolmen—one sergeant 
for each six men—and the chief thinks 
that is entirely too many. Under for- 
mer Chief Fitzmorris three sergeants 
were assigned te check up on the work 
of the patrolmen on each shift in each 
district. This practice ] cease May 
t, when Chief Collins’ order goes into 
effect.

Hardly a week 
passes that we do not read a protest from some 
citizen whose word carries weight against abuse 
af regulatory measures, multiplication of laws, 
centralization of power, or infringements of pri- 
vate right, and it is this leadership of opinion 
tather than the words of various patriotic socie 
ties or leagues, however useful and well inten- 
tioned the latter may be, which indicates a real 
movement for the preservation of Amricanism. 
The latest conspicuous discussion of this char- 
acter is that of Chief Justice Thompson of the [ili- 
nois Supreme court, who addr e Sons of the 
American Revolution annual ering on the 
topic, “A Recurrence to Fundamental Principles.” 
If there is any truism the people of this country 
need to think over, it is that which the chief jus- 
tice expressed when he said: “ Whenever we thrust 
regulatory laws upon our neighbor we are only 
endangering our own liberty. We don’t know 
when he will thrust regulatory laws upon” us.” 
And he reminded his hearers of a fundamental for 
which the zealous reformer of others seems to 
have very little respect—namely: that “the citi- 
gen ig guaranteed all his rights, except those he 
surrendered for the good of-government.” 

What is the essence, the fundamental principle 


‘of our American system of government? A gen- 


eration seems to be in danger of forgetting it. 
Let us recall it and rededicate ourselves to it 
before we have lost it. The American republic 
was founded on the theory of ordered liberty, on 
the conception of a free individual who had freely 
confided to government a certain defined authority 
necessary to the regulation of public business, the 
maintenance of order and security and the protec- 
tion of private rights. But it was never aonsid- 
ered that the individual in setting up such a 
government had. erected a state the function of 
which was to regulate his private life, endow him 
with virtue, impose upon him codes of conduct, 
oF set over him a trihynal of conscience. 

On the contrary, the American conception was 
founded on a profound faith in the individual, in 
his right to the greatest freedom consistent with 
ofderly society, and our constitutional system 
especially sought to safeguard this freedom from 
encroachment by any collective power. It is the 
very core of Americanism that the individual re- 
serves certain fundamental! rights which no ma 
jority, however overwhelming, shall reach. 

Many Americans, and fronically they are very 
largely natives, have forgotten or never seized 
this principle of Americanism. They are convinced 
of their’ own righteousness and they propose that 


‘their neighbor shall be governed by it. Added to 


this tendency is that which turns constantly to 
the political authority of government to correct 
all inequities or misfortunes arising tn the free 
activities of business and social life. If anything

LEGISLATIVE 
SIDESTEPPING. 


With the speeding up of Gov. Small's political 
propaganda in* support of his proposed $100,000,- 
000 road bond issue there are some indications in 
the assembly of a desire on the part of certain 
legislators to sidestep responsibility. The weak 
kneed among them argue that the proposition 
should be put up to the voters. They themselves 
are not willing to defy the administration’s co- 
ercive threats and defeat the proposal in S s- 
field without the cost and danger of error of a 
state election. . 

Sach political weaklings imperil fundamental 
principles of popular representative government. 
The members of the state assembly, presumably, 
are men selected for exceptional ability. They are 
put into office to represent their constituents and 
look out for the best interests of their constitu- 
ents. They are honored in this respect and paid 
for their,time on the theory that they have ex- 
ceptional ability and will give the necessary time 
and study to public questions in order to reach 
intelligent decisions. 

Small’s political road bend proposal is a public 
question which demands such study. The mem- 
bers of the legislature have time and opportunity 
to study it. That is one of the things for which 
they are elected and paid. They should make up 
their minds on its merits and act accordingly. 

Only if they are convinced that it is good are 
they justified in submitting it to popular approval 
If they are convinced that ft is bad, as many of 
them are convinced, they should kill it. They 
should not dodge responsibility br thrusting upon 
comparatively uninformed constituents the neces- 
sity of making a detision which the legislators 
themselves @re better qualified to make.

FUNCTIONS, OF THE SPLEE

The spleen is about five inches Jong, 
three inches wide, and one and one-half 
inches thick, and weighs about five 
ounces. It is located on the left side 
of the body behind the last four ribs 
and nearer the middle line behind than 
in front. When a person is lying down 
its long#diameter runs parallel with the 
tenth rib. When a person is standing 


| the long diameter of the spleen runs al- 


most perpendicularly. 

Being @ very soft organ, in fact almost 
a bag of blood, it changes shape and 
even position within a slight range with 
change in position of body. It consists 
of a capsule or outer wall and a frame- 
work of connective tissue, on which there 
is some of the same kind of tissue which 
makes up the lymph glands.

Large arteries empty great quantities 
of bi into the spleen spaces and large 
veins ther up the blood from the 
spleen spaces and carry it away. So 
much for thé more important points in 
its anatomy. ' 

The spleen’ is a large blood sac. Jn 
it the blood slowly moves through large 
open spaces in .close contact with the 
spleen cells. The presence of a large 
amount of irom and a good many rem- 
nants of rée® blood cells indicates that 
the spleen has something to do with 
breaking down used red cells or repairing 
ther or making new red cells or al) of 
this work combined, just what is not 
known. 


The spleen beats somewhat like® the 
heart beats, but the minor beats are only 
at the rate of about one a minute. 

The spleen enlarges during the period 


Ceftain diseases are characterized by 
enlargement of the spleen. The more im- 
portant of these are malaria, leukemia, 
and such acute infections as typhdid 
fever, septicemia and pneumonia. 

Se much for the thoroughly well known 
and accepted facts. 

When the spieen is removed, no great 
harm or disability results. There fol- 
lows a period of a few months in which 
there is some anemia, but after that time 
there seems to be no effect, good or bad, 
from the removal of this large organ. 
This fact has led some people to think 
the spleen has no important work to do.

WASHING OYSTERS. 

P. W. C. write’: “Should oysters be 
washed béfore they are cooked or eaten 
raw? Do they not lose much of their 
value? Should you consider it a menace 
to good health not to do so? 

“This was discussed the other day at 
a gathering of women and only a few 
ever washed them. . 

“We are very much interested as to 
what you think.” 

REPLY. 

Oysters occasionally spread typhoid fever. 
There are a few proved epidemics of oyster 
borne typhoid fever on record. 

It is safe to eat cooked oysters that have 
mot been washed because the cooking de- 
stroys the bacteria. Raw oysters are some 
what liable to ceuse typhoid. Washing might 
decrease the danger somewhat. The bacilli 
may be inside the oyster. 

Washing Uulk oysters in boiled salt water 
in which the salt contains some iodine is 
feasible and should not hurt the flavor. I 
assume the salt solution is about as strong 
and bitter as sea brine is but not more 60.

It is of brown silk, and striped, with a 
curious bertha collar—one might almost generalize 
that Cheruit is running to berthas—that is made 
into a tooth shaped border which shows its irregu- 
lar coast line to advantagé, as the collar hangs over 
the bodice. There are tight steeves which also ter- 
minate in pointed, tooth shaped edges that take the 
place of cuffs. 

The belt is of cire leather in gray and is also 
trimmed in pointed pieces appliqued on the mate- 
rial, Perhaps it might be more literal to describe 
the belt proper, or the foundation for it, as being 
of the “ goods” itself and trimmed with a tooth 
shaped edge of the cire. Two ornaments hold the 
belt together. The skirt is gathered full in front 
and is tight in the back. 

And here is a Cheruit evening dress, also for Mrs. 
Worth. The bodice is in a beautiful shade of green 
with tarnished gold in design crushed into it. It 
is embroidered around the belt and the neck line. 
The skirt is of old gold lace that lengthens and 
drags along the ground in the back. The fan—an 
important part of the costume—is of green gourrah 
feathers. With this costume Mrs. Worth wore to 
the opera the other night a mantle with gold design 
on shrimp colored velvet and a sable collar. She 
was really stunningly handsome and smart. 

The fourth offering is by Lanvin and shows an 
entirely accordion plaited dress of green crepe de 
chine of the almond shade.

And if 
the supreme test for cooking vegeta 
bles is applied and come up to, a diet 
of vegetables may be doubied or 
tripled in worth te anybody. 

Spare the Salt. 


| Bere ie the test of a well cookeé 
vegetable: It is padatabie without eny 
seasoning whatever exeept salt, and 
in many cases we can spare that. 
Probably the salt is most stitably 
uaed when added to the vegetable at 
the half cooked stage. In no end of 
cases the careful preparation of the 
vegetable counts more than half in its

| A vegetable diet is now recognized 
a protective, It protects a human 
being from the forms of slow deteriora- 
ton tha: comes from an imperfect diet.

Here is an illustration of the fact 
that you can cook and eat this vege- 
table without any dressing or season- 


bead of canlifower fresh, firm, and 
not too full. The inexperienced cook 
can get better results usually if she 
breaks this vegetable into flowerets 
and then cooks it gently after due end 
careful preparation, which begins with 
inspection, breaking up head, pouring 
boiling water over flowerets, and then 
rinsing them with cold water. A flat 
bottomed aiuminum kettle with a cover 
that will seal hermetically is best for 
the cooking. Have no more than one 
layer of the flowerets in the bottom of 
the kettle, with one-half cup of water, 
which may be boiling to hasten mat- 
ters, or cold, aince so little will heat 
quickly. 

When the water boiis turn fire low 
and the cauliflower will steam done in 
ten minutes if fresh, in twenty if a bit 
old, but Gfieen minutes is a good aver- 
age. The flowerets now should be truly 
white. With imperfect cooking they are 
gray or pink or brown and strong in- 
stead of sweet to the taste. To enjoy 
this vegetable without any seasoning 
whatsoever eat it quite hot or genuine- 
ty cold. A dinner giving man of the 
year 48 A. D. promised his guests a 


“caulifower hot enough to burn your 


and a tiny bit of acid may be used for 
the finish or a sauce, but try it without. 


Cauliflower Leaf Stems. 


The ribs of the caulifiower leaves anc 
the stem below the head when peeled, 
sliced thin, and cookea, in just the 
samne way as the caulifiower, in but a 
bit of water, after being first scalded 
and rinsed, resemble kehlrabi, and are 
worth gaving, although bushels of 
them, perhaps 99 per cent of them, are 
wasted every year. They make a pret- 
ty garnish for a number of things and 
are one of the life savers, or health 
protectors. 

Cooking Any Greens. 


Clean and wash as many times as 
necessary, scalded to remove any in- 
visible dirt, and sometimes a disagree- 
able surface quality, and then ringed in 
cold water and finally gently cooked in 
a little water, which may be dried out 
in seasoning it or in other ways, any 
good green ought then to give all the 
stimulus to the digestion and even 
to the mind that it can give. In this 
way all its distinctive qualities ought 
to be as prominent as possible. The 
point to remember is that any green 
leaf can be cooked strong, just as tea 
can by too much heat and for some 
time, With much water and much 
heat all the precious mineral or nutri- 
tive salts are dissolved out, and thrown 
away with the water which is too 
strong to be usable. Present they give 
delicate flavors, and when lost, the 
greens may be quite appropriately 
cutied boiled hay. 

The softer and milder greens, when 
chopped and heated up with season- 
ings, may have either an addition of 
butter or cream. Remember that but- 
ter adds as many calories per pound 
as cream does. Only a little of either 
is needed, with well cooked greens. A 


tirv bit of nutmer adds pnicuancy.

New Vegetables. 

Among the vegetabies being grown 
for tests are many that are raised for 
their leaves—they are greens. In some 
cases a more common or well known 
name might have been usea, but here 
is the list as it stands: Anserine, 4s 
paragus, basella, bush and pole beans, 
cabbage, carrot, caulifewer, celeriac, 
celery, chard, chervil, chayote, collards, 
corn salad, cress, cucumber, dandelion, 
egs pliant, endive, escarolle, finocchio, 
kale, kohlrabi, lettuce, mung bean,, 
Toustard, New Zealand spinach, okra, 
onion, leek and shallot, orach, pai-tsal, 
parsiecy, patience, pepper, purslane, 
rel, soy bean, spinach, squash, vege 
table marrow, tomato, turnip, witloof. 

Of course, the new thing about these 
is the variety grown. And the depart- 
ment of agriculture, though wo:king 
mainly for the diabetic and encourag- 
ing him to make a garden for him- 
self, for the sake of getting variety 
in his diet, adds: “ All these vegetables 
are valuablé# in the diet of the normal 
person as well as the invalid, because 
of the vitamines, minerals and bulk 
they furnish.” 

As we know, with the coming of vi- 
tamines the medical world began more 
and more to prescribe vegetables for 
many physical ills, and the food intel- 
ligent began to eat vegetables more 
systematically, because of the protec: 
tive valine in them—insuring health 
over lorg pertods of time. 


Other Names for New Vegetables.

ITHIN recent days three distinct plans for summer 

stock companies in downtown Chicago theaters have 

come to naught. Each -project was soundly con- 

ceived, with a roster of capable players in prospect 
and a well chosen list of worth while plays. Who and what 
they were does net matter, since we are not to have them. 
But one cannot help wondering why these enterprises always 
seem to fizzle in this particular neck of the woods. 

Somehow they always do. Time and again within current 
memory summer stock has been proposed, hailed enthusiastic 
ally by every one approached on the subject, and forgotten, 
‘or one reason or another, when the time came for action. 

So it is with an envious epirit 
that one hears what is under way 
in Philadelphia. They have formed 
a theater guild of their own there, 


competent performance, and the 
intent of its promoters is so worthy 
we can afford to be generous until 
they stumbie to their feet. My 
only real quarrel with them is that, 
being practical showmen, they did 
not realize in Washington, where 
they opened, that they would have 
a battle In New York, and reduce 
the odds against them to the mini- 
mum by taking a smaller theater 
and a few extra days of rehearsal 
‘to. accustom the players to their surroundings. 

“As You Like It,” as any one who has followed a 
Shakespearean-répertoire knows, is one of the weakest of the 
comedies in its performance, though one of the most 
charming in its reading. As entertainment it suffers the 
common fault of beginning with a fiourish it is unable to 
sustain. The brotherly quarrel of Orlando and Oliver, the 
incident of, Roselind’s banishment, the excellent drama of 
the wrestling match, and the quickly sprung romance of Or- 
lando and Rosalind furnish a promise so splendid that too 
much, is expected of the: rest of the play for even a Shake 
speare to fulfill. As a result only the impressive strength of 
the Rosalind has been able in the past to carry the play.

N a gray March day six years ago a 

committee from the provisional gov- 

ernment of Russia entered the apart- 

ment of their ex-majesties in the pal- 
ace at Tearskoe Selo. The czar had just 
abdicated. Outside, Russia heaved in revo- 
lution. - 


It was the pale empress who adabitted, 


her captors; Nicholas II. was not entirely 
sOber. It was Alexandra who swore on be- 
half of her husband and herself, of the 13 
year old czarevitch, ill in bed with his hered- 
itary disease, and of his four sisters to ob- 
serve the limits of the few rooms left to 
them and the walled garden. - All of the 
empress’ belongings were taken away, save 
the jewels she wore and a change of clothes. 
First of all, her private papers were seized. 

Eighteen months later it was she, the 
strong willed, who in a damp house cellar 
in Siberia was the first to fall before the 
firing squad. 


Meanwhile the waves of revolution drove - 


beyond Russia. Thrones cracked to the 
south and west. Millions died. 

Who was responsible? 

No one person, merely. Not the incom- 
petent czar, nor his bewitched consort; not 
the man who bewitched her. It was not a 
one person revolution. “ 


Yet for two years all of Russia and half 


Europe had watched an illiterate, sex ridden 
Tobolsk peasant stride like a king through 
the decaying upper strata of Russian society, 
the magic of the empress’ favor forever on 
him, making and unmaking ministers, gener- 
als, and high priests, beckoning the ruin that 
came. Armed with no native intellectual 
gifts, but only with peasant cunning, a te- 
nacious will, and an extraordinary power 
over women, he pursued his personal ends 
and those of the fear infected woman he 
served until a dynasty fell. 

His name—Rasputin—meens literally in 
Russian “lewd one.” History will not 
change the significance of the word. 

So far no exact history has been possible 
of the man. Gossip has taken its place; the 
Rasputin. legend is built upon that. It was 
known that the men who moved into the 
ezar’s palaces—frock coated and kid gloved 
at first, fresh from parliament, and later the 


fiercer men who still rule—had possessed 
themselves of certain papers. They were not 
made public. In the whirlwind that broke 
after Rasputin wae removed the new occu- 
pants of the ezar’s palaces had enough to do 
to keep their places in them.

Only now, when the worst of the storm is 
over, has the soviet government at Moscow 
released for publication one sheaf of papers, 
wholly in the handwriting of the empress, 
relating to Rasputin.

Rasputin’s own interest, in- 
deed, lay in another direction: in maintain- 
ing Alexandra's illusion that he had been 
sent to the czar and herself from God di- 
reetly. And Rasputin fever forgot his own 
interests. 
~ ‘The empress’ letters tell much concerning 
the lay preacher's character as it appeared 
to herself. In a letter to the czar on April 
6, 1916, when Rasputin’s debauchery in pub- 
lic had alarmed the czar’s ministers, she 
wrote: 

“I have been thinking so much of Our 
Friend—how the bookworms and Pharisees 
persecuted Christ, pretending to be such per- 


-fectiona, and how far they are from it now. 


Yes, indeed, a prophet is never acknowledged 
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ciety he believed, apparently, that his mis- 
sion was to purge the aristocracy of immoral- 
ity. An authentic incident, showing a com- 
pound of peasant fervor and peasant cun- 
ning, survives of this phase.

When the guests returned Rasputin's man- 
ner had changed. “ Take the picture down! ” 
he thundered. “Only sinners live in the 
sight of a naked woman. Woman is not a 
nude, base thing. A woman was the mother 
of Christ. She was made from Adam's rib.. 
Down with the picture!” 

Solemnly, Rasputin made the sign of a 
cross before the painting. As a servant re- 
moved the picture it flapped apart on the 
sacred lines his fingers had drawn. 

Such is his first recorded “miracle.” The 
record gives it without comment, omitting 
to state that a small penknife, carried in 
Rasputin’s pocket, and used when alone, 
would have been a substantial aid to a mir- 
acle worker with a reputation to make. 

No more is heard of Rasputin as a thun- 
derer against the lusts of the flesh after his 
meeting with Mme. Ania Vyroubova, lady in 
waiting to the empress. This personage, who 
belonged to an official family, is described 
in Count Witte’s memoirs as “a common, 
ignorant Petrograd miss.” She was, how- 
ever, the intimate friend of the czar, through 
whom she received her position at court. 
She was the oecupant of a small house ;e- 
served for her within the palace inclosure 
at Tsarskoe Selo,.and from there a friend- 
ship with the czarina, apparently as close 
as that. with the czar, grew. swiftly. The 
empress’ letters constantly refer to her as 
“ Ania,”~ her own and Rasputin’s and the. 
emperor’s most intimate friend. 

Early in his career Rasputin had “ mirac- 
ulously ” cured Ania of the effects of a rail- 
way accidefit. From then on she became his 
ally at court. Many of his telegrams are 
addressed to her; many to the empress were 
forwarded through her. When Rasputin 
was killed the empress writes in agony to 
the czar that she fears “they” (the execu- 
tioners) will come for Ania next. 

In the empress’ collection two telegrams 
concern Mme. Vyroubova alone. They were 
sent when the lady-in-waiting accompanied 
their majesties on a trip to the Crimea ir 
the spring of 1916 and are in.a tender vein: 

“ Pokrofskaia, March 21, 1916. 

“Ania, doubt nothing. Mother Nature 
will heal all, and you will be warmed. af 
distress. Garsmma.” .
